at the experimental farm station at 
Fort Vermilion, situated five hundred 
miles north of Edmonton, on the Peace 
River, A 

The report of the operations on the 
experimental station at Fort Vermilion 
{s contained in the annual feport of 
the dominion experimental farms for 
the year 1915, Just issued by the de- 
partment _of agriculture at Ottawa, 
The metereological obseryations show 
that a temperature of 103 degrees was 
recorded in May, 1912, at Fort Ver- 
inilion, while temperatures of 98 were 
recorded in June and August and 96 
in July. The average number of hours 
of sunshine per day during the whole 
year was 6.638, the average number of 
hours of sunshine during May being 
as high as 9.81, and in June 9.62, The 
lowest amount of sunshine was in 
November, when the average was 1,79 
per day. , 

Splendid Crops of Wheat. 

The report of the experimental sta- 
tion at Fort Vermilion is as follows: 
«The spring of 1912 opened very early 
the snow starting to thaw durin¥ the 
early part of April, Seeding was be- 
gun on April 29, but was not general 
May opened very dry 
and continued so throughout the 
month, and, as a result, growth was 
very slow, June was very dry and hot, 
with only seven-hundredths of an inch 
of rain during the whole month, This 
Kave the crops a permanent set-back, 
which all the rains of July could not 
remedy, The crops that were not 
Ploughed under were very light.
